Historic Sites Recommended 
States Lawrence Kindi.. M.P. 

Three historic sites have been recommend¬ 
ed for action at the next sitting of the Historic 
Sites and Monuments Board in Ottawa, ac¬ 
cording to the following from Lawrence E. 
Kindt, M.P - 


(Following is a memorandum to 
the Hon. Alvin Hamilton from Dr. 
Lawrence E. Kindt, M.P.) 

1— Frank Slide in the Crows Nest 
Pass, to be designated an historic 
site and a museum erected to house 
certain historical relics. 

The thought of the local people is 
to build the museum big enough to 
house not only the relics of the 
Frank Slide, but also any relics of 
the Palliser Expedition of 1857-68, 
which explored the Crows Nest 
Pass area, and perhaps also cer¬ 
tain mementoes of the development 
of the coal industry of the Crows 
Nest Pass. Details should be work¬ 
ed out with the local people. 

The Crows Nest Pass Histori¬ 
cal Association was organized in 
April, 1959, for the specific pur¬ 
pose of developing this historical 
project. The local people are ready 
and have made a substantial start. 
They are waiting for the green 
light and guidance from the gov¬ 
ernment at Ottawa. This is a de¬ 
pressed area because of the loss of 
coal markets, and therefore it would 
be appreciated if action could be 
taken on this project without un¬ 
necessary delay. 

2— Turner Valley Area to be des¬ 
ignated an historic site and a mu¬ 
seum erected to house certain rel¬ 
ics of the oil and gas development. 
As you know, Turner Valley is the 
great oil and gas producing field 
that created the spark that rocked 
the world in 1914. It is a place of 
great historical interest and the 


cradle of the oil and gas industry 
in the Dominion. 

The Turner Valley Community 
Historical Association has been cre¬ 
ated to assist with the project. Al¬ 
ready an old log building has been 
purchased. The people want this 
historical development, and the lo¬ 
cal organization is waiting positive 
action by the Historic Sites and 
Monument Board and further guid¬ 
ance on the project. 

2—Buffalo Slaughter Cliffs, Squaw 
Coulee, northwest of Nanton, Al¬ 
berta. 

This is a great historic site, where 
buffalo were driven to the edge of 
the cliff where the milling herd 
forced many animals over the cliff, 
to be killed and slaughtered by the 
Indians. 

NOTE: i should like to look over 
this Squaw Coulee site more care¬ 
fully during the coming summer, 
and talk with local people. There 
might be another and more ap¬ 
propriate name. Perhaps we can 
organize a local historical associa¬ 
tion. I would therefore suggest that 
action be deferred on the Squaw 
Coulee site until fall, and all em¬ 
phasis placed on the other two 
historic sites recommended namely 
il) Frank Slide, where the Crows 
Neat Pass Historical Sites Associa¬ 
tion is all organized and waiting 


I to go; and (2) Turner Valley where 
\the local people are also organized 
and waiting for word from Ottawa. 

I should appreciate being kept 
informed, and I shall anxiously 
await your decision and that of the 
Historic Sites and Monuments Bd.
